The present Provincial Government in 
1937 introduced legislation to arbitrarily 
cut the interest rate by 50 per cent. The 
average rate paid at present is 2.8 per 
cent, The interest unpaid because of 
this cut will amount to $14,000,000 at the 
end of the 1940-41 fiscal year. 

The Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has ruled that the legislature had 
no power to enact such legislation, as the 
regulation and control of interest rates 
rests exclusively with the Dominion par- 
liament. The effect of this decision is that 
the $14,000,000 of unpaid interest is a 
debt the province is legally bound to pay, 
together with full contract rates in future. 

All or nearly all the provinces in Can- 
ada, and the Dominion itself, have been 
piling up mountains of debt, carrying in- 
terest rates entirely out of line with the 
present earning power and paying power 
of the taxpayers. That these debts, to- 
gether with the contract interest rates, can 
be paid is a hopeless proposition. 

Refunding of these public debts, and 
the use of the Bank of Canada to supply 
currency and credit in terms of the public 
need, would seem to be the only way to 
avoid crushing taxation or drastic curtail- 
ment of existing social services.

Financing the War 


Canada must fight this war from her own 
resources Of men and material. Far from being 
able to borrow abroad for the emergency she 
may even be asked to carry not only her own 
‘war effort but also to assist Britain and France 
to carry theirs. The burden of war can be car- 
only by taxation or frorn the savable 
surplus of the Canadian people, and this mar- 
gin—called by Crowther of The Economist 
(Londen) the Disposable Margin—available for 
taxation or savings depends upon the income 
of the Canadian people less the amount re- 
quired to maintain the standard of living. This 
margin then may be increased by increasing 
the income or by reducing the standard of liv- 
ing and there are no othe methods upen to us. 
Now there are limits to the amount by which 
income can be increased by way of reducing 
unemployment and increasing the hours of 
labor, and there are also limits to the amount 
by which the standard of living may be reduced, 
though the slack in this case is greater in an 
emergency than most Canadians realize. 

The last war was largely financed out of 
increase in Canadian income which came from 
a large increase of exports from Canada during 
the struggle. The standard of living was not re- 
duced appreciably and out of the margin be- 
tween the enlarged income and this standard of 
living we paid for the war. The monetary de- 
vices used in the actual financing were infla- 
tion and doamestic loans and taxation. It was 
argued previously in these columns that infla- 
tion is merely a fradulent and inequitable sys- 
tem of taxation and should not be countenanced 
as a major weapon of war finance. 

It is clear that American dollars are of vital 
significance to the Allies in this struggle. Many 
estimates have been made of the marketable 
American holdings of the French and British 
and while all these estimates are subject to error 
it is clear that the American assets are limited 
and must be carefully husbanded. Canadian 
assets in the United States are also limited and 
the American dollars we so vitally need must 
be conserved by reducing all activities that use 
up American dollars and increasing those activ- 
ities that bring to us a flow of them. Readers of 
this journal would do well at this time to turn 
to a series of ar by Professor F. A. Knox 
on “Internatior ccounts.” These articles were 
written in 1936, but their significance in reveal-
